Mistake of the President of 
Ann Arbor University. 

Eugene V. Debs has for some 
time had on bis list of engagements 
one witli a powerful organization of 
students at Ann Arbor llniversity. 
The date of his engagement ir Jan. 
31. The students’ club have expect¬ 
ed all along to have the use of 
University hall for the meeting. 
Information now comes that the 
Keverend President Angell denies 
the students the use of ttie hall. It 
goes without saying, of course, 
that Comrade Debs will speak in 
.Ann Arls.r ttiwn, despite the rever¬ 
end-president’s attempt to muzzle 
free sjieeeh, for his many friends 
^there will certainly provide a suit- 
taide place. Meanwhile, the meet¬ 
ing is receiving a good deal of val¬ 
uable and gratuitous advertising. 

The following letter written by 
President Kogers, of the Michigan 
Federatitin of Labor, appeared in 
the Ann Arbor Ntws-Tribune: 

“1 read 3 ’eBterday in tlie News- 
Tribune that the president of the 
uni versiij' a Ann Arbor had denied 
a students’ club the use of the un- 
iversit}’ hall for the lecture of 
Eugene V. Debs, and that, in the 
language of our correspondent, they 
belli ‘tliat a man with the procliv¬ 
ities of Debs ought uot be allowed 
to sj)read broadcast his germs of 
anarch j-.’ 

‘’Wliilc 1 have no desire to add 
to the flame of ijuarrcl in which the 
students are denouncing the pres¬ 
ident for ‘striving to throttle the 
right of free speech,’ and while 
-Mr. Debs needs not the defense of 
unv man, it is but fair that so pos- 
silive a niisrepresentalloii of the 
famous labor leader be corrected; 
and that I in.a}' no be thought an 
oflieious meddler, permit me to 
sav that .Mr. Debs cotiie- to Mieh- 
igin for ten leisures hj- urgent re¬ 
quest of the Michigan Federation 
of Labor, u hieh is hv no means 
preii.ired to he proclaimed ‘anar¬ 
chistic.' 

“It is inarvelo’s that the head 
of a great institution of learning 
shoidd refer to Mr. Debs as an 
anarchist. Even the casual reader 
of thedaih' press should know that 
he is the ablest ujtponent of that 
theory in the I’nited .Slates,and tliat 
tlie Social Dcinoeratic party which 
he founded, is as much the open 
and iincompro'tnising foe of anarch¬ 
ism as the abolilioni.'ts were the 
enemies of black slavery. Among 
no class of people will you hear 
.Air. .'el s So severely criticised, if 
not bitterly denounced, as aiming 
the advocates •commuiial,’ or 
‘philosopliica anarcliy.'

Such petition 
shall contain a statement in writ¬ 
ing setting forth fully and at large 
the grounds upon which the recall 
is demanded. Such officers or 
committee with whom such pet¬ 
ition is filed shall forthwith deliver 
a copy thereof 1 o the person w hose 
recall is demanded, if such person 
can be found; and said person shall 
have the right to answer such pet¬ 
ition in writing, which said answer 
sh.-ill he mailed by registered letter 
to the officer or committee holding 
said petition within fifteen (15) days 
tcom the receipt liy the person 
w liose recall is desired of the copy 
of the petition required to be de¬ 
livered to him.
